THE SPARROW CONTROVERSY 
RAGES 

To the 'Editor of Our Town: 

"Lifelong investigation by the great- 
est naturalist has shown that, to a 
linger extent, the English sparrow tends 
to replace other species of birds around 
our hoines," is opeang paragraphs on 
page 4, August :20th issue of Our Town. 

Now, my dear sir. let me issue a 
direct challenge to you to substantiate 
this particular charge, l'lease, oh please 
print the name of the naturalist, and 
the occasion on which or for which he 
or she (the naturalist) made such a 
charge ami the medium of communica- 
tion. 

Let mo tell you something of the 
history, of the origin of some of the 
reports and the psychology of these re- 
ports. In the first place, most of them 
are made (the reports; by persons not 
specially trained as observers, and are 
the outcome of a DEMAND and not 
the spontaneous contribution to science 
that your denunciation of the sparrow 
would lend one to believe. 

After the sparrow had been imported 
into this country and released, for tho 
purpose of assisting in the destruction 
of certain moths, the larvae of which 
.were very destructive of leaf life of 
trees, mainly in New England, it was 
found that they (the sparrows) wefe 
not particularly fond of this form of 
food. It is quite natural that the people 
responsible for the importation were 
disappointed and you may rest assured 
were abundantly joshed by the neigh- 
bors. Then began the demand for 
sparrow killing. 

" You must know that the ordinary 
employe of an agricultural station is 
the undergraduate of the college or 
school of which the station is a part. 
Our agricultural expert receives a de- 
mand for ideas, a demand for methods 
tin 1 means to kill off this awful some- 
thing, which some one earclcsslj' thrust 
upon us with the idea of helping us, 
but in reulity resulting in injuring us, 
ami Mr. Agricultural Expert fills on or- 
der. He prints a bulletin and pays his 
bill at public expense. Now someone 
higher up see thes bulletin and wants 
to' know the reason why. So Mr. 
Agricultural Expert again 'gets busy 
rind' tells us why, all of which -is won- 
derfully built up -from.': a swivel chair 
in some forbidding town, into . which 
flic." sun never shines- and from which 
gw'ss and shrubs nui.tr.ees'en.tjiiely are.

Tb go, back to the -names of. the 



naturalist, i believe you will admit the 
name of the late John Burroughs as 
that of a naturalist. Please quote his 
opinion and observation on the English 
sparrow. The late lamented Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt was an amateur ob- 
server of no mean worth — what docs 
he say of them ? 

The much lamented Nelt/.e Blauchan, 
the Bird Editor of Nature Library 
( Ihmbleday, Page & Co.), a man of heart 
an 'agriculturalist of no mean attain- 
ment, a city and town man of accom- 
plishment, and an artist — consult him. 
Also consult John Brock of California. 
What does all this talk about birds 
nesting around our homes come from? 
It lias its origin not in a possible condi- 
tion, but in the wish that it might be 
so. I have 'old you several tunes that 
we have all the birds of all the varie- 
ties that we ever had, and in undim- 
inished numbers, and one has dared to 
contradict me. I have great respect 
an 1 sympathy for the good people who 
crave the company of our feathered 
neighbors, but why cry for the moon. 
Blue birds, orioles, finches and the vari- 
ous wild canaries never did nest in our 
porches and never will; they are sus- 
picious and shy of us. Teach the 
go-iil people how to hide bird boxes 
in inviting but seemingly inaccessible 
places, and teach them to keep the cat 
in proper bounds, and you will teach 
them how to have bird neighbors, and 
at (he same time they will woiry less 
about the sparrow and his supposed 
depredation. 

With all this question might arise, 
Is the s|mrrow useful? 

We are an eminently materialistic 
people. So 1 will answer the material 
side first. I sat on my porch at Ocean 
City, X. J., overlooking my garden for 
say twenty days or parts of days in 
succession, and watched the mo\ements 
of a pair of English sparrows, while 
they were busily engaged in feeding 
there. To observe their quick restles-i 
ever alert movements was constant oc- 
cupation for one so minded, it seemed 
to me that they were there for bugs, 
eggs and larvae, but how was I to 
know because of their evil reputation, 
and were listed as of "no account" 
to the gardener. After such time as 
was needful for the growth and in- 
dependence of the young of this pair, 
I caused one of them to be shot, and 
examined the stomach of the " poor 
suffering for knowledge's sake.'' 1 
was not at all astonished to find a 
variety of entomological material in 
that bird's stomach, running from the 
eggs of the common Colorado beetle to 
female ants, and we counted twenty 
different substances. 

Not contented with my own experi- 
ence, I wrote farmer and gardener 
friends in several widely scattered gee- 
tinns of this blessed country of ours 
and delightfully found that they had 
had similar experiences, and from them 
dates my defence of the much mnlinged 
but friendly birds. 

Now as to authentic side of the de- 
fense. Sparrows as an ob.j .'<-t on the 
landscape nre pleasing to the eye, they 
are symmetrical. Sparrows are joyous. 
Spnrrows are with us all the year. 

In conclusion, let me thank you for 
the courtesy you have shown me in so 
patiently bearing with me, and also al- 
low me to express my ; admiration for 
you in that you have been able to 
decipher my awful scrawl. It has sel- 
dom been my pleasure to have a pub- 
lisher who was able to read my copy 
without help.

My only 
thought in collection with this was that 
as nearly everyone is doing his best to 
wipe out the pest, the few bird lovers 
that' can tolerate them should confine 
their interest in this species to some 
point where they wirt-not interfere with 
others' attempts to keep them from 
their own property. 

1 have beeii very much interested in 
the original series of articles in the 
Garden -Column (by C. D. R.) on tho 
economic value .of", birds, and the. spar- 
row evil.

The series of articles was a remarkably 
well gotten together collection of facts. 
And in reply to the statements in 
Mr. Stedem's letter of last week, 1 
think it is evident that — 

First — The case against the F.nglish 
sparrow has been established by the 
lifelong study of trained and enthusi- 
astic investigators. Proofs which dis- 
agree with another's views, or even 
with his own experences can nut in 
fairness be called ignorant and abusive 
prejudice. 

Second — The statement that all the 
birds that ever did congregate or mate 
and nest near man's habitation continue 
to do so in equal niyubers is against the 
actual experience of thousands of bird 
lovers throughout the country who have 
assisted in the investigations of the 
status of this pest. I know o;' dozens 
(if persons, neither ignorant nor abusive, 
who have had their best efforts at at- 
tracting valuable birds to their grounds j 
thwart eif by these husky immigrants. 
Third — Your correspondent in last 
week's issue quotes my statement that \ 
there are over a hundred species of , 
birds in this locality to prove that the j 
sparrow has not driven the birds from 
our homes. No one ever said, so far t 
as 1 know, that the Knglish spanow has 
reduced the numbers of either indivi- i 
duals or species. The sparrow's danger > 
is the process of replacement, not dim- j 
ination. If this keeps up we will have i 
the sparrow, and possibly the robin and 
blackihird about our homes, and be 
obliged to go deep into the forests to 
see many of our beautiful natives. 

Finally, in answer to Mr. Stedem's 
plea for first-hand observation, it is 
evident to anyone who knows anything 
nf research in science of an indefinite 
nature, such as ornithology, that the 
observations and opinions of any in- 
dividual are of very little significance. 
The conelusons arrived at by the many 
life-long students of ornithology, as 
quoted' in the articles in the garden 
column, must carry far more weight 
than the opinions of any one person, or 
anv group of amateurs.
